DUFF PROMISES 
RECREATION IN 
SLUM DISTRICTS

Sports must be kept at a high level 
in the U. S. if America is to remain 
one of the leading nations of the 
world, says Governor James F. Duff 
of Pennsylvania. 
"If the integrity and inherent 
cleanliness of athletics should be de­ 
stroyed,’’ Duff told a meeting of 
Harrisburg sportswriters last night, 
"you will be striking at the very 
roots of this nation.” 
Duff said he was interested in af­ 
fording "proper fields for athletics, 
particularly in those cities where 
tenement districts have eliminated 
them.” 
Help Combat Delinquency 
"If. in the next four years, we can 
bring to some of the slum ridden 
areas of our cities Just a few spots, 
where good clean sport can be en­ 
joyed. we will feel that we have 
accomplished a great deal," the gov­ 
ernor said. 
He pointed out that J. Edgar Hoo­ 
ver. chief of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, 
said 
only 
recently 
that "athletics help greatly in com­ 
batting juvenile delinquency.’’ 
Duff spoke shortly after Donald 
S. Kellett, basketball coach at the 
University of Pennsylvania, had ap­ 
pealed to the sportswriters to ""stress 
the good things you find in athletics, 
rather than play up the few bad 
things that occasionally crop up.” 
Stress Good In Sports 
Kellett touched briefly on the 
gambling and bribery cases that 
have recently put sports on the 
front pages, but he declared that all 
sports activity was fundamentally 
clean and pointed out that there 
were many fine things that could be 
written about the men and boys who 
are engaging today in all branches 
of athletic competition. 
Thomas McKeen Chidsey, new a t­ 
torney general in 
Duff’s cabinet; 
Coach Richard MacAndrews of Dick­ 
inson college, and Bernie Thrush, 
coach of the undefeated Camp Hill 
high school basketball team were 
other celebrities at the speaker's 
table.
